We often wonder at the m arvel­ 
ous things toat .«ome people achieve, 
only 
to 
be 
disappointed In them 
when personally met. The fact is 
that we are all of a common de­ 
nominator Most peqple are ssttefied 
to do the usual thing, but there are 
others who work up to a white heat 
—and do the unusual, and often the 
undreamed off thing. That is how it 
te toat we have dtetingutehed people 
tel toe world. 
The writer, artist, or acienttet, 
work# at white heat when he get.« 
upon the tail of an idea that he 
scent# has great possibilities to it. 
And the further he delves, the great­ 
er grow* his power of achievement 
It te said that Yictor Hugo wrote 
» 0 rapidly, when at creative white 
heat, that whole pages remained wet 
at a time. Some of our best written 
stories have been by new.«paper re­ 
porters. who early formed the habit 
of writing at white heat. Lafcadio 
Hearn, for years, wrote from twelve 
to sixteen hours a day, but you see 
few correction# in hte original man­ 
uscript. Hte wide reading had so 
stored hte mind that he wrote at 
white 
heat, 
producing 
ma*terful 
prose of a very high order. 
It te when a man*te aroused that 
he makes hte best fight. Many of 
the great literary masterpieces of 
the world were written by tjioise In 
jail unjustly, or during days of 
hunger and struggle. It te said that 
Dr. Johnj«on wrote his "Rasselas” In 
the evenmgs of one week to pay tiie 
funeral expenses for hte mother. 
Charlotte Bronte wrote her "Jan e 
Eyre" when but a young girl, but 
she must have worked at white heat, 
for it is a powerful storj—one of the 
great booiui of the world, 
■%'« must build a fire of de«tre and 
determination behind every great 
purpofe in life, if we would create 
permanent and 
inspiring 
things. 
Only through the white heat of en- 
toufiiasm are great things achieved. 
Belief in oneself comes first, how­ 
ever. 
Peeling, and sincerity, must clothe 
one's thought# if power is to be gain­ 
ed. An interesting editorial in the 
New York Sun, that apjieared March 
I6th, lg»0, 1 came acrasas this sen­ 
tence; "it isn’t the «‘ay the word# 
are strung together that makes Lin ­ 
coln's Gettysburg speech immortal, 
but toe feelings that were in the 
man.
